2) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance is that the cited prior art does not disclose a roll 
structure having a fiber-containing roll cover over a mandrel, said roll structure includes 
an end plate, a compression element, a shaft, and an elongated compression means 
exerting pressure against a compression element that has an indentation in a face 
opposite the face pressed against the end plate and the elongated compression means 
engages said compression element in said indentation (claims 4-7). Claim 5 
elaborates that the compression element is a pin and the indentation is a slot in said 
pin. Claim 6 elaborates that the indentation is a socket and the compression means 
has a ball engaging said socket. Claim 7 elaborates that the compression element is a 
pin positioned within a slot of the roller end assembly.
